Mr. Speaker took the chair at 2:20 
o'clock. 

Prayers were offered by tho Rev. Dr. 
Reed. 

PRIVILEGE. 
Mr. Martin, mi a question <>f privilege, 
asked whether it was the right of an hon. 
member to can y on a conversation with 
friends in the member's room. A few 
minutes prior to the opening <>f the 
House the lion, leader of the Opposition 
(Mr. Boa vein), had entered the member's 
room and in a most insulting and offen- 
sive manner ordered a gentleman who 
was conversing with some of the members 
to leave the room. Perhaps the leader of 
the Opposition was within his rights, but 
there were two ways of doing a thing- 
one in a gentlemanly manner, the other 
in a boorish and insulting manner — and 
the latter method was the one chosen by 
the leader of tho Opposition. He (Mr. 
Martin), had always regarded the leader 
off the Opposition as a gent Ionian in his 
behavior, but from this day that gentle- 
man had dropped 100 pet- cent, ill his es- 
timation. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir said it was a breach 
of courtesy of a character never before 
within his recollection— it was simply 
scandalous. 

Mr. Beaven said that he had a right to 
exercise his opinion, as well as the hon. 
members for Yale or, Nanaimo. 

Mr. Speaker said that there was no 
rule on the matter. 

Air. Duck said that the individual in 
question, Mr. Ellis, was there at tho in- 
vitation of ati him. member, and he 
thought that tho lat ter had a perfect right 
to invite a guest there, 

Mr. Speaker said that his recollection 
was that the inner room was for members 
only, and if they desired to consult with a 
friend they went to the outer room, now 
tlie lunch room. 

Mr. Martin said that he had always 
looked upon the bun. leader of the Oppo- 
sition as a gentleman, but his conduct to- 
day was of so ungentlomanly and disgrace- 
ful a character that lie was compelled to 
say he was heartily ashamed of him as a 
member of this house. (Hear, hear.) On 
no occasion had any friends of members 
of the opposition beuii treated in such an 
imgentlemauly and discourteous manner. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir said that the hon. 
leader of the Opposition was not content 
with insulting Mr. Ellis, but had shut the 
door in his face. He (Mr. D.) had opened 
it, and if Mr. Beaven had again shut it, 
he would have put him out himself 
(laughter). 

Mr; (Irani suggested that the •hon. pre- 
sident, of the council might try that sort 
of thing, witli some one who would pro- 
bably put him out instead. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir-Woll, 1f 1 did 1 
would do my best, though 1 am not young 
(laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said that now 
the question had arisen it would be well 
to deeiile what course should be followed. 
He thought that tho session after con- 
federation a similar scene had occurred, 
and the rule had lieen made that the room 
should beset apart exclusively for a mem- 
ber's room. 

Hon. Mr. Robson characterised the 
conduct of the hon. leader of the opposi- 
tion as ungentlemanly and unbecoming 
an hon. member. The practice had been 
that friends of members continually en- 
tered the rooms in question and consulted 
together. The hon. leader of the opposi- 
tion had a right to forget that he was 
a gentleman and to act ,in a blackguardly 
matnier if lie thought tit, provided that 
ho kept within the rules of the house; 
and he might have bad tho tight to re- 
quest Mr. Ellis to leave the room. It 
was desirable for the protection of hon. 
member's friends from gross insult, such 
as had to-day been inflicted, that the 
right to invite them into the room should 
be declared. In justice to himself and to 
other hon. members of the house, the 
hon. leader of the opposition should make 
full and ample apology for his gross rude- 
ness, and lie hoped that the gentleman 
who had been insulted would distinctly 
understand that he bad the sympathy uf 
the house, and the leader of the opposition 
had merited its severest reprobation: 

Mr. Beaven stud that he didn't propose 
to take any lessons from either the mem- 
ber for Yale, the provincial secretary, or 
tho senior member for Nanaimo. So far 
as the members' room was concerned, it 
was exclusive to them, and he had a right, 
as a member to Order any stranger out. 
It was private in the same way as Mr. 
Speaker's ruom was private, and no one 
could be admitted there unless at the in- 
vitation of Mr. Speaker. So fur as the 
floor of the house was concerned, there 
were individuals who came there without 
any invitation, some going right to mem- 
ber's desks. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir said if the hon. 
gentleman referred to his private secre- 
tary he would inform him that tho letters 
and telegrams brought by that gentleman 
when he visited him at his desk, wero of 
more importance to the country than any- 
thing the leader of the opposition over 
did (laughter.) 

Mr. Duck said that there were officers 
of the house appointed to carry out its 
rules, and it was unbecoming to the 
dignity of the hon, leader of the opposi- 
tion to act in tho way he had. If it be- 
came necessary to clear the galleries, at 
any time, would tho leader of tho opposi- 
tion go upstairs and do that work / 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Martin said it was not 
though thu request had boon 
made in a gentlemanly manner, but 
the leader of tho opposition came 
into the room and said '"'get out of this 
room" in a way that would liot be used 
towards a decent sized dog (laughter.) 
His looks were enough to exasperate an 
angel (laughter.) 

Hon Mr. Davie— They 



express a like opinion of thu abstract of vouch- 
ors produced in thu House by the hon. minister 
of llnanco and headed "in repayment of advance 
to be accounted for. Schedule It." From tho evi- 
dence of tho auditor the committee llnd that 
this form of abstract of voucher is not now nor 
evorwasingeneralu.se at the treasury, and 
that it was printed and prepared to suit this 
special case, payment of it portion uf the ex- 
penses of Mr. DeCosmofl having been mario 
without proper vouchors. 

The committee also lind that there was no 
vote for the advance of sn.stio to Mi. DoCosmos 
and that tho item iipncurs on tho public ac- 
counts for 18311-81 as charged to the expenditure 
of tho province, wlion it should, in the opinion 
of the committee, havo appeared as an asset 
until tho expenditure bad been properly ac- 
counted for. Simeon Duck, 
Chairman. 

Messrs. Beavon and Grant presented a 
minority report, still ing in their opinion 
that all warrants wore properly issued in 
connection with the payments to Mr. Do 
Cosmos. 

Mr. Beaven said that in regard to the 
payment to Mr. DeCoBluos of §3,500 
without warrant, as charged by the Fi- 
nance Minister, it had been shown that 
no check had been issued to that gentle- 
man until a warrant was secured. What 
the Finance Minister had claimed was a 
warrant was not really a warrant, hut a 
detailed statement, of the expenses of the 
Hon. Mr. DeCosmos to Loudon, which 
were most accurately reported. [Mr. 
Beaven hero sent the messenger for The 
UoLONISX, from which he read a portion 
of Hon. Mr. Turner's speech.] Tho re- 
port of the committee to-day proved that 
the amounts had not been paid until after 
the warrants had been issued. The so- 
called warrant which Mr. Turner held 
yesterday in his hand was simply an ab- 
stract of certain vouchers. Thu whole 
matter in connection with lion. Mr. De- 
Oosuios' payments hud been proceeded 
with regularly, proper warrants being is- 
sued. He claimed that all he (Mr. B.) 
had stated yesterday had been substan- 
tiated, and if he was in the present Fi- 
nance Minister's position ho would ac- 
nowledgo that he was in the wrong. 
Hon. Sir. Turner said the more ho ex- 
amined into the matter now before thu 
house— the advance made by the finance 
minister in 1881 to Mr. DeCosmos for his 
trip to London — the more he was per- 
suaded t hat it. wus accounted for in a very 
irregular way. The facts were as follows: 
Mr. DeCosmos gets an advance early in 
Juno, 1881, for a mission to London. 
This advance was presumably for his ex- 
penses whilst on the mission, and would 
havo to be accounted for by him on his 
return, and could then be intelligently 
brought to account in the public accounts 
of the province. To make the entry in 
the provincial books in proper form for 
tho advance, it should have been charged 
to Mr. DeCosmos and accounted for with 
vouchors on his return, as it was /ory 
improbable that for such a journey any 
nrtn could beforehand make up all the 
charges he might incur. Ho might, per- 
haps, not require all thu go 1 , 500, or he 
might want more. This advance, then, 
should havo been debited to Mr. De- 
Cosmos, and would have appeared 
in the financial statement of 30th 
June, 1881, as a liability of Mr. De 
Cosmos to the province ; but on referring 
to the statement ho (Mr. Turner) found 
that this sum is taken to account and, as 
it wore, wiped off. It appears really as if 
the transaction wero complete, and the 
journey and all charges incidental thereto 
ovor and paid for, whereas actually tho 
journey was not over, in fact, possibly 
not commenced. The hon. gentleman 
opposite said there were warrants for this 
advance. But thought there were war- 
rants for the adyance, there wus not a 
warrant as there should lie to bring it into 
account. This advance was of tho same 
character as that regularly made to heads 
of departments, i )ne of the heads of 
departments requires a sum nf money at 
the beginning of tho month for certain 
expenditures to occur in that month 



having been complied with was mentions 
yesterday, bo was inclined to view the 1 
matter as of trilling importance. There I 
was no suggestion that the payment was I 
not duly made, or that the money was not 
owing, and tho failure to uso the ordinary 
amount of reil tape was not worth consid- ' 
ering. The facts that tho investigation 
now developed, however, wero serious 
indeed, This was no mere irregularity of 
form, 81,000 paid on thu Kith November, 
1880, and 82,500 on tho 2nd April, 1881, 
without thu authority of a vote, and with- 
out a voucher to show what thu money 
was for. This money is not brought to 
account until 1882, and then, some how 
or other, the $3,500 has to be detailed. 
Vouchors usually are framed to meet the 
expenditure represented by them— but 
here the expenditure had been framed j 
and cooked to meet the voucher. Audi 
(his was how the 83,500, which had been 
received, some of it more than a year, 
some more than six months before, was 
accounted for:

Mr. Speaker said it was a question of 
privilege of the house, and could bo dealt 
with at once. Members of tho preHS had 
always been recognized as privileged in 
tho lunch room. 

THE WA fill ANTS. 

Tho standing committee on public ac- 
counts presented a third report, having 
reference to the §3,500 paid to the Hon. 
A, DuCosinos: 

"That the warrant for $1,000 was approved 
on tho llllh November, 1S80, and tho ohoquu Is- 
sued 17th November, 18&); that, the warrant for 
$2,500 was approved 2nd April, ISSI, and tho 
Dnqquo Issued on flfh April, 1881.

gets this amount from thu treasury on an 
advauco warrant, a special form of war- 
rant being UBed for this, the form being 
laid down in the act. But as tho expen- 
diture is made out of this advance during 
thu month, a warrant and voucher is 
put in describing exactly what each 
payment is made fur. This authorizes the 
payment to be passed into the account, as 
before this comes in the amount stands 
debited to the head of the department 
drawing it. Therefore, as the matter 
stands in the accounts there is no warrant 
for it. He did not mean to say there was 
anything wrong in tho transaction. It 
was simply an error of entry, and shows 
on tho facu of it that it was ho, for if thu 
entry of the 30th of Juno was correct, 
and in accordance with the rules for the 
accounts, how was it that tho whole mat- 
ter was resuscitated in January of the 
following year ? It really looked like 
cooking accounts that had previously been 
published incorrectly, in order to have 
thorn in shape for the House that was 
then in session and might look into mat- 
ters. Hero was an account that hon. 
gentlemen opposite say was perfectly in 
order and finished in June, 1881, and yet 
they had actually to call the executive 
council together and pass an order 
in January, 1882, to bring it into right 
shape, and then to print a special form of 
document which they say is not a warrant, 
in order to put it right before the public 
accounts committee. Hon. gentlemen 
opposite were surprised that he -should 
cast a slur on tho detailed expenditure of 
Mr. DeCosmos. He did nothing of tho 
kind. He had no doubt tho money was 
expended all right ami properly, and that 
the hon. gentleman did his duty and 
enjoyed himself— he Imped ho did. But 
the only peculiarity was that ho should 
havo been ablo in Juno, before ho started, 
so exactly to guess his requirements, that 
when tho list of lunches, dinners, jour- 
neys, etc., wuro all totted up in pounds, 
shillings and pence in December, thoy 
should on being transferred into dollars 
and cents come exactly to $3,500— tho 
sum first advanced. 

Mr, Grant was surprised at the state- 
ment) yesterday of tho hon. finance minis- 
ter with regard to the S3, 500 paid to Mr. 
Do Cosmos, which he claimed was issued 
without warrant. Tho search of the com- 
mittee this morning had shown that the 
supposed warrant was not a warrant, but 
a voucher. Tho finance minister had 
claimed that there was never a document 
beforo or sinoo which resembled this par- 
ticular ono, yet it was a fact that on a 
subsequent occasion a similar document 
to the same individual for over $1,000 
had been issued. Ho thought tho hon. 
finance minister should enmo before the 
house, ask its indulgence, and statu that 
he was wrong in his claim, and tho matter 
would drop. Ho did not do thii, but on- 
deavored to find oxcuse for an irregular- 
ity. With regard 'to the remark that the 
hon. dologate had passed a good timo, ho 
thought that tho accounts showed that the 
charges for the mission wore quite reason- 
able. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir (looking over the 
accounts) — There is an awful lot of sup- 
pers and dinners. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Grant — You couldn't expect him 
to gut.along without n dinner or two, and 
besidos, I don't think that thoy cost as 
much us sumo which havo been recently 
hold. (Laughtor.) 

Hon. T. Davie said that when the ir- 
regular proceeding of paying §3,500 to Mr. 
DoCosmos without the proper formalities 



this session, for tho law courts next year 
would bo removed to tho now building, 
rendering it possible to placo tho attor- 
ney-general's room in the old law court 
building. This would give all tho present 
rooms for the use of the legislature. 
Tho resolution carried without dissent. 

FARWKLL LANDS. 

Col. Baker moved, seconded by Mr. 
Anderson— That this house do immediate- 
ly resolve itself into committee of the 
whole to consider the petition of Arthur 
Farwell and others. 

Tho hon. mover said if any individuals 
had a grievance which might properly be 
brought beforo tho house for redress, the 
present petitioners had. He briefly re- 
counted the manner in which the peti- 
tioners had taken up tho land in question, 
and the various facts connected with tho 
case. They had received a crown grant 
from the province, and this had been con- 
tested by the Dominion government. 
The petitioners hud decided to tight their 
own buttle, and they had done so up to 
tho present. Tho Dominion government 
did not claim all the land for which crown 
grants had been issued at the same time 
as thoso which had been given to the 
petitioners. If it was decided against 
the latter then others who had secured 
crown grants might also be proceeded 
against. Tho petitioners asked that they 
be relieved of the expense of appealing 
from the decision of the supreme court of 
Canada to the privy council, and in his 
humble judgment ho thought it would 
be but jtiBt to do so. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that this was an 
occasion where ho very much regretted 
the absence of Hon. A. E. B. Davie, the 
attorney-general. That gentleman had 
repeatedly expressed tho opinion when 
tho petitioners had importuned for a 
crown grant for the lands in question that 
it was not within tho power of the gov- 
ernment to issue a crown grant. How- 
ever, thoy pressed for weeks and weeks 
that crown grants bo issued, stating that 
thoy would be willing to fight their own 
battle if the titles wore brought in ques- 
tion. It was only under persistent im- 
portunity that the then chief commissioner 
finally issued the crown grants for the 
lands, though those receiving thorn ai 
that time wero informed that they Wore 
probably not worth the paper they wore 
written upon. However; thoy had de 
cided to take tho chances, and, in a word, 
tight their own battles. This being 
the csbo, he could not see tho justice 01 
the petitioners— at least somo of them — in 
coining to this house and asking that the 
expense of an appeal to tho privy coil noil 
be borno by the province. So far as tin- 
policy of the government in iscuiug crown 
grants under thu ciicumutancci, iVott Oul'i- 
cornod, he was quite woll awnru I hat it 
might bo questioned.

An extraordinary incident took place 
yesterday afternoon in tho members 
room of the legislative building, just be- 
fore the house assembled for business. 
\V. El. Ellis, of The Colonist, was in tho 
member's smoku g room conversing with 
ueveral of the members, when Mr. 
Heaven, leader of the Opposition entorod, 
and advancing toward tho former, asked 
him if he noticed tho sign ovor the door 
•'For membeis only." 

The press representative acquiesced, and 
Mr. Heaven said "Well, I want you to go 

out." 

Mr. Ellis thought this was probably one 
of Mr. Heaven's famous "dry" jokes, and 
laughed at it. 

Mr. Heaven, however, with a vioiouB 
look in his face, insultingly reiterated his 
request. 

Air. Ellis, seeing ho was in earnest, 
said he was there at the invitation of a 
member, and intended to stay, and asked 
what Mr. Beaven meant by his strange 

request. 

Mr. Beaven answered by again asking 
in an insulting way, "Do you intend to 

go out ? " 

Mr. Ellis declined and again asked the 
reason for the demand, several members 
present protesting against Mr. Heaven's 
insulting manner. 

Some high words ensued, Mr. Beavon 
protesting that it was against the privilege 
of the house for the editor to be present, 
and that it was his right to request the 
withdrawal of any person other than a 
member. 

. To pacify the irascible Beaven, who 
had recently come from the Treasury 
where he had called the hon. finance 
minister a liar. The Colonist representa- 
tive stepped without the door and remark- 
ing that ho was without the room, contin- 
ued the conversation. 

Mr. Beavon suddenly closed tho door 
in his face, when Hon. Mr. Dunsinuir 
jumped to his feet and opened it, saying 
that "Beaven was not going to run the 
whole house. Mr. Ellis was there at his 
invitation and would stay, and if Boaven 
closed the door again, he (Mr. Dunsinuir) 
would open it and pitch him out." 

After some further words, and it being 
time for the House to assemble, Mr. El- 
lis went out of tho lunch room, accom- 
panied by Beaven, who opened tho door 
as though ho were going into tho lobby. 
Mr. Ellis passed out, when Boaven closed 
the door and locked it. 

Every hon, member who had witnessed 
the strange pactions of Mr. Beavoii was 
greatly incensed, and Mr. Martin brought 
it up on a question of privilege. . The 
scoring that Mr. Beaven reoeived for his 
boorish and insulting conduct is chroni- 
cled in the legislative report. The House 
unanimously passed a resolution permit- 
ting members to invite their friends into 
the room in dispute, and the motion vir- 
tually took the form of a docided snub 
and a vote of censure on the leader of the 
Opposition. Ho was treated to a lesson 
in common courtesy that was greatly 
needed. 



The PacfflcCoastSteKu ship Company Knady for 
Emergencies-Coastwise Traffic Law 
Will >>« Applied. 

ISpocIal to The G'oi.onibt.] 
San Francisco, April 11.— Tho Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company is getting 
ready to tight, if need he, though it will 
not suffer as much as the China lines. 
Tho company already has a plan to pre- 
vent Canadian steamers from taking 
freight to Vancouver for trans-shipinenT. 
by railway to points in the east, or from 
points in the United Stal.es to Vancouver 
for shipment to San Francisco by their 
steamers. It is claimed that this is 
"coastwise" traffic, Uudor the same rules 
that tho steamer trade to New York is 
coastwise traffic. This is the law as 
interpreted by tho Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, and their agents 
will resist tho transportation of 
merchandise for the east in British bot- 
toms. It will of couse ba out of the ques- 
tion to stop direct trade with British Col- 
umbia, or with any part of Canada by this 
means, nor is it possible to hinder the 
Chinese trade. An arrangement has been 
made,' or is said to have been made for 
tho transportation of Australian mails. 
When tho Canadian Pacific is closed by 
snow tho mails will go by tho Central Pa- 
cific, and when the Central Pacific is run- 
ning irregularly as it has this spring, the 
regularity will bo obtained by using tho 
Canadian lino.

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IN A NEW ROLE. 

Poople are asking thomselvos if the 
Hon. Kobort Beavon has gone mad. Only 
on such a supposition can his conduct 
yesterday in one of the ante-rooms of the 
House, the particulars of which are 
chronicled in another column, bo excused 
Gentlemon connected with the pross, and 
more especially thoBO who report the pro 
coodings of tho Assembly, have always 
boon privilogod to enter the ante-rooniB, 
and in all these years not a voice 1ms 
beon'^raised against their doing so. Mr. 
Beaven was tho first to break tho silence. 
It is tit and proper that entrance to these 
rooms should bo allowed them. They 
have frequent occasion to meet members, 
seeking information; or in consequence of 
appointments made with them. When, 
then, Mr. Beaven in a rough, boorish 
manner ordered a gentleman who has 
occupied a scat in tho press gallery con 
tinuously throughout tho session out of 
the ante-rooms lie committed an offenei 
for which, when ho grows sane, we be- 
lieve it would be only meet that In 
should apologize. We havo never 
candidly had a very high opinion of Mr. 
Beaven's qualities as a politician, and his 
leadership of his party cannot be said to 
have been a brilliant one, but we really 
did believe that he possessed some of the 
characteristics of a gentlemon and that 
for very many reasons ho was worthy of 
esteem. Wo have never said anything of 
him to which he could take offence, and if 
we have dealt with him at times as tin- 
leader of the Opposition in a somewhat 
caustic manner lie ought to have the grace 
to "take his licking like a gentleman,' 
and not resort to a species of petty re 
venge which would do justice to a savage, 
Indeed a savage, however wild he might 
be, would havo sufficient of the instinct of 
the gentlemen not to insult a guest in his 
own house. Mr. Beavon, by his action 
yesterday, has disgraced himself in the 
eyes of his constituents and held himself up 
to the scorn of his opponents. A more 
shameful scene was never enacted within 
the walls of tho legislative building. Mr. 
Beaven will heroaftor fitly pose in the 
rule of tho low bully. Ho, however, 
got ample justice done him in tho House 
where his conduct was subsequently dis- 
cussed by several of tho members, and 
his action reprobated. He was handled 
without gloves, and none of those whe 
spoke could too strongly condemn him. 
Mr. Beuven'sjsuppoitcrs felt humiliated — 
not a single one apoke in his defence. In 
arrogating to himself a right to demaud 
the expulsion of visitors from tho ante- 
rooms, which alono belongs to Mr. Speak- 
er, ho showed his utter lack of knowledge 
of the rules of the House on which he is 
understood to pride himself. So 
far as wo are concerned we aro 
glad the incident occurred. By a 
unanimous vote of the House permission 
was given friends of menibors, on the 
latter's invitation, to enter the rooms 
at any time. This, beyond his own 
shame, is tho only result of Mr. Beaven's 
dictatorial conduct. It was a decided 
snub for this western Czar. So far 
we can learn, judging by his actions in 
committee when he hurled the word 
"liar" several times across the table at 
one of tho Ministers, and afterwards ir. 
tho ante- room, it seems to be, generally 
thought that Mr. Beavon was suffering 
from a temporary aberration of intellect, 
which may possibly account for the un- 
fortunate position in which he placed him- 
self yesterday. His successive defeats 
and the utter hoplessnoss of his reaching 
• tho treasury benches, for which he yearns, 
would doubtless be sufficient cause. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that when he has 
grown calmer and has quite recovered him 
solf,he will see his way clear to following the 
suggestion of tho loader of the Govern- 
ment and apologize to tho House and all 
parties concerned. By so doing he will 
atone in a measure for his wrong. 

THE WIMBLEDON TEAM. 

The possibility that this season may af- 
ford tho last opportunity for the appear- 
ance of a Canadian team at Wimbledon 
will, it is expected, make the number of 
refusals of marksmen who havo won 
places much smaller than the average. It 
has boon quite common in tho past for 
the fortieth man on the list to be reached 
before the team of twenty was made up, 
for every one who accepted there being 
another who declined to go, these refusals 
being mainly by men who havo already 
been across witli the team, and who re- 
lied upon their skill with the rifle to get 
a chance on a future occasion when it 
might better suit their business interests. 
Wimbledon's days now appear to be 
doomed, and when tho marksmen decide 
this year it will bo on the question of 
now or never. For, should tho famous 
common bo closed against shooting, as it 
now seems doomed to bo, the probabili- 
ties are that the National Rifle Associa- 
tion of Great Britain will thus receive a 
setback, from whioh it, will take years U> 
recover, as a very considerable number of 
the supporters of Wimbledon, who at- 
tend largely on account of the social gaie- 
ties connected with tho fortnight's shoot- 
ing, would ceaso to attend if it woro to 
meet at a more secluded place, and public 
interest would bo proportionately less- 
oned. It is predicted by some, though, 
perhaps, these aro too pessimistic, that 
tho abandonment of Wimbledon common 
is bound to interrupt the annual gather- 
ings and causo a break of ouo or more 
years in the series, wliiuli would Hum bo- 



come extremely difficult to resume. -Not 
a single refusal has, so nil' this year, boon 
received from any of tho first twenty 
eligible for places on tho team, though it 
is known that a few will find it impossible 
to take vho parting opportunity of joining 
a Wimbledon team before this name will 
cense to bo that of tho shooting place. 



A WONDERFUL, TREACHER. 

The French and Italian papers are giv- 
ing glowing accounts of tho immense 
crowds which are being attracted daily to 
theJDuomo, at Turin by Father Augustine 
of Montofoltro, a Franciscan monk, whose 
extraordinary eloquence is said to be 
equalled by his great humility and unaf- 
fected piety. Many believers aro attract- 
ed to the cathedral. A letter says: — "At 
tho Duomo on Wednesday four hours be- 
fore the father ascended the pulpit all the 
chairs and all the benches were occupied.

Several times the sacred as- 
sociations of the place w ere powerless to 
keep back the applause which broke out 
with irresistible force. The University of 
Pisa closed two hours before tho sermon 
began, and professors and students ran 
with one accord to hoar the illustrious 
Franciscan, (hi coming out of the church 
the thousands of persons greeted him with 
their cheers and huzzahs. They wished 
to carry him in triumph through the 
streets. The railway directors in order 
to meet the demands upon their traffic, 
had to organize on each day special trains 
from Lucca and Leghorn and from several 
other neighboring towns anil vilhiges. 
Strangers arrived by thousands, and all 
tho hotels wore full." The Father is 
forty years of age; his face is open and 
full of intelligence; in his eye burns 
tho flame of apostolic tiro; when he 
preaches his face is transformed— he 
seems like an inspired and commanding 
prophet. Ilis subject is "Truth," and he 
has exposed With withering sarcasm the 
foibles and unrealities of society.

Coun. Coughlan - 1 beg your pardon, 
they didn't. 1 now rise to a point of 
order on what you are saying; you are off 
the subject. 

His Worship — "1 won't lot you move to 
that ell'ect. Sit dotVIl or I'll make you" — 
and with that, his worship commenced 
rapping on the desk, completely drowning 
Coun. Coughlan's voice. This continued 
for live minutes when the mayor ceased 
from sheer exhaustion" and Coun. 'Cough- 
lau sat down. 

The amendment that the letter be re- 
ferred to the city barrister was put and 
resulted ill a tie vote. 

The mayor cast his vote in favor of the 
amendment. 

From Thornton Fell, stating that Mr. 
A. Hendry had commenced legal proceed- 
ings against the corporation, as he con- 
sidered he had been illegally discharged. 

Coun. Braden, seconded by Coun. 
Coughlau, moved that the letter be re- 
ceived and Bled.

In the 
titst place, what had Hendry done in tho 
last two years ? Absolutely nothing. He

He had made application for the 
lands, had them surveyed, gave the re- 
quisite notice in the Government Gazette 
aud received his crown grant. The whole 
position was simply duo to the influence 
of that great monopoly the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. There were crown grants 
given for lands on the opposite side of the 
river from his land, at thu same time as he 
had received his, the title for which had 
never been called in question, It was 
only lands tliiit>the Canadian Paeilic rail- 
way required that weru brought into dis- 
pute. The chief justice of the province 
had said that the seal of the province 
could not be sworn off the crown grant, 
and that the title was good. Ho thought, 
tho petitioners were entitled to considera- 
tion. Ho had received a crown grant in 
tho usual way without promising that he 
would defend any suit which might bu 
brought agaiustjiis title. 

Mr. Boaveil said that the lands were re- 
served by the Kootenay railway as well as 
by # o railwa b ilt. He was pleased with 
tho candid statement of the lion, leader of 
the government, and would like him to 
suggest some means whereby the matter 
could bo satisfactorily dealt with, 

Mr. Fry thought as thu crown grants 
had been issued, whether upon long im- 
portunity or otherwise, it was the duty of 
the province to defend its leal. If this 
was not dime a man obtaining a crown 
grant would never be sure of his title, if 
a grant could be removed at the caprice 
of the government. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought the mat- 
tor should be deferred for the present. 
The statement of the leader of the gov- 
ernment had placed the question in a new 
light. He had had his mind made up to 
support, the petitioners, but under the 
new phase which had developed he would 
like time for consideration. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir moved, seconded 
by Mr. Higgius, the adjournment of the 
debate, which carried. 

BILLS OF SALE OKIHNAMT.. 

The Hon. Mr. Turner asked lcavo to 
introduce a bill intituled "an act to amend 
the bills of sale ordinance, 1870." 

Leave granted; bill read a lirsl time; 
second reading on Friday. 

POINT ROISK.RTS. 

Mr. Ladnor moved, that whereas tho 
boundary line between British Columbia 
and Alaska is likely to be defined at an 
early date; and whereas the piece of land 
situated south of the ■tilth parallel of north 
latitude and known as Point Roberts, 
containing about four square miles of ter- 
ritory, is so isolated from the United 
Slates of North America that the only 
means of communication by land is 
through British Columbia; and whereas 
during the summer mouths a great num- 
ber of Indians and others congregate on 
that piece of land and cause great annoy- 
ance to tho settlors in the vicinity of Fra- 
ser Mouth, British Columbia; therefore, 
bo it resolved, that His Honor the Lieu- 
tenant-!: .'ovornor be respectfully requested 
to call the attention of the "Dominion gov- 
ernment to the desirability of placing be- 
fore the commissioners to be appointed 
the advisability of acquiring the said Point 
Roberts land. 

The hbii. mover said that the annoy- 
ance had increased since last year, and as 
the matter was fully understood he would 
not take up the time of the bouse by dis- 
cussing it. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys thought it would 
bo a dangerous matter to move in. The 
United States would never give up an 
acre of laud, but sought rather to acquire 
it. 

Mr. Semlill thought the matter was not 
of the . character made out by the lion, 
member for Ooniox, and would support 
tho resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, while not seeing any- 
great difficulty likely to arise out of the 
paisittg of this resolution, yet thought it 
might have tho ell'ect. of complicating a 
far mole important matter - the settle- 
ment of the British Columbia-Alaska 
boundary. This latter question was like- 
ly to bo settled satisfactory very soon, 
and if this question was brought into the 
dispute it might merely have the effect of 
delaying and complicating matters. While 
he sympathized with the Bottlers ill that 
neighborhood, yet he did not think that 
it would be advisable to pass the resolu- 
tion in its present shape. A resolution 
drawing the attention of the American 
government to the annoyance, and one 
suggesting that means bu taken by the 
province to protect the settlers in the 
neighborhood would be better. 

Air. Ladder said that this piece was a 
virtual "No Man's Land," resorted to by 
disreputable characters and smugglers to 
the annoyance of everyone in tho neigh- 
borhood, ami only good could bo accom- 
plished by tho passage of the present re- 
solution. 

Tho motion carried. 

LENGTH OK SESSIONS. 

Mr. Higgius moved, seconded by Col. 
Baker, that in the opinion of this house 
each session thereof should not exceed 
fifty days, inclusive of holidays and Sun- 
days. 

'f'he hon. mover said that he was aware 
that this resolution if passed would not 
he binding on the government; but as an 
abstract expression of opinion it would 
guide both the government and house in 
pushing on the public business, not hast 
ily, but expeditiously, He believed this 
could be done if lion, members would set, 
to work in earnest aud retrench in thu 
number lis well as the volume of their 
speeches (hear. J Certain hon. members 
constantly urged retrenchment in the 
finances, and he could assure them that if 
the principle of his resolution was ad- 
hered to in the future the cost of legisla- 
tion would be greatly retrenched, if noth- 
ing more. He knew that a rule of this 
kind could not be a hard and fa.-t one, nor 
would it be advisable to have it so. But 
t he house ahould certainly express an ab- 
stract opinion that it is advisable to have 
shorter sessions; and, no doubt, their 
opinion would bo respected by the govern- 
ment. There was a precedent for a resolu- 
tion of ibis nature. For several years 
after confederation it was tho practice of 
successive governments to call the house 
together us lato as March; in two instances 
as lato as April. A resolution was finally 
moved and pushed Unanimously that the 
house should be called together not later 
than tho third week in January of each 
year. That resolution had been respected 
over since. Ho could not say that either 
side in the house was responsible for the 
unconscionable length of this session; but 
bou. members were drawn from 
every walk and avocation in the province, 
and the interests of all were seriously 
injured by thu great waste of time that 
liad occurred during this and previous 
sessions. Ontario and Now Brunswick 
had called their legislatures together 
about the date this house met ai d. 
both legislatures woro prorogued before 
Easter. He asked hon, mombers, in their 
own interest as well as that of the coun- 
try's, to vote for this resolution. 

Mr. Bole wiib quite in accord with the 
movement of the hon. member for Esqui- 
hTiilt. Though it would not have a bind- 
ing, yet it would have a salutary effect. 
If the groat length of time occupied this 
sossiou was repeated, at thu next general 
election it would bo found that there 
would not bo a suflioieiit number of elig- 
ible candidates oll'ering themselves. He 
would suggest that thu lion, mover add 
"that the government bring down tho 
i situates within fourteen days after 
assembling." 

Mr. Beaven thought tho resolution 
would bo of no ell'ect. Tho lieutenant- 
governor might prorogue ' this house at 
any time he thought lit. He cuiild not 



see that any object could bo gained in 
passing the resolution. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said tho resolution 
was merely an expression of opinion as to 
the desirability of shortening the time 
occupied during the session, and having 
passed it, in duty bound they would en- 
deavor to observe it. 

Col. Baker thought an expression of 
opinion on the matter was desirable, aud 
therefore he seconded it. 

After other remarks, the resolution car- 
ried without dissent. 

THE SQUATTERS REPORTS. 

Mr. Martin, seconded by Mr. Higgius, 
moved that the reports of the Committee 
on tho squatters and applicants for land 
in the townsite of Granville bo adopted. 

The hon. mover said that unless some 
action was taken in this matter at once, 
the work of the committee would bo with- 
out ofl'ect. 

Mr. Higgius. in seconding the resolu- 
tion, said that he had never boon placed 
in a position before where his feelings 
wore so much moved or his sympathies 
more strongly appealed to than when 
prosecuting the inquiry into the claims of 
the Granville squatters. Tho railway 
company had been treated niunihcontly 
by thu province. They had boon put in 
possession of real estate worth millions, 
for practically nothing, and with a'heart- 
lesness akin to that of tho evictors in a 
land across tho sea, of which they had nil 
heard, they now proposed to clear these 
men oil' the soil to which tfiey wore on- 
ti led. He could not vote to sustain the 
company in their action, and ho did not 
believe the Iinuso would. The resolu- 
tion ought to bo passed unanimously, and 
substantial justice should be done those 
Ulused men. 

Mr. Beaven claimed that the whole 
question might have been avoided if a 
business-like transaction had boon con- 
summated. He was glad that tho pro- 
vincial secretary in hia evidence had ac- 
knowledged that it was a loose transac- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys also character- 
feed the transaction as one without the 
elements of ordinary business. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that tho con- 
struction placed upon his evidence by tho 
hon. leader of the opposition was errone- 
ous. If the agreement between the com- 
pany had been a cast-iron one, tho major- 
ity of the present claimants would have 
had no chance at all. 

The resolution carried unanimously. 
QUESTION. 

Mr. Beaven asked the hon. the chief 
commissioner of lands and works tho fol- 
lowing cpiest ions: Wlsat was tho amount, 
and rate per day, paid to tho following 
persons in the months, of June or July, 
1885, for work upon the Kootenay trail: 
— Matthew Berber, Charles Strope, Sam- 
uel Oirvan, and upon what days were 
they employed 1 

A ns.- The mon above-mentioned were 
employed on the Kicking Horau-Columbia 
Lakes trail in .June. 18M5, as follows: 
Between 1st and 30th,C. Strope, 2(i days, 
at $3, $78; M. Herber, 26 days at £5, 
378; S. T. Girvan, 18 days at S3, §54. 

LIEN BILL. 
Mr. Bole moved that the order for the 
liens bill, (No. 21 ) be~discharged and re- 
ferred to the hon. attorney-general and to 
the mover, with power to report to the 
house. 
Carried. 

VICTORIA CITY OFFICIAL MAP. 

Mr. Duck, in moving the second read- 
ing of the bill to amend tho Victoria city 
official map. said it was simply for the 
purpose of establishing certain street 
lines. 

House went into committee, Mr. Mar- 
tin in the chair. 
The bill was reported complete. 

MUNICH* AXITY ACT AMF.KMMKNT. 

Mr. rliggins, in moving tho second 
reading of the bill to amend tho munici- 
pality act, referred to its various provi- 
sions. 

Second reading carried. 
House adjourned until 2 o'clock Thurs- 
day.

Without tho railway 
this would be by far the easiest, cheapest 
and most convenient route, but with a 
railway from Sicamous to the lake and 
fast steamers on tho latter, it would, be 
fur superior in every respect to any other 
proposed or present route.
